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I. T* Rome is Babylon, and the Pope Antichriſt, are things 
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now ſo evident and notorious, that few queſtion it : 

But that ſo many Thouſands, which live under the 

Romiſh Juriſdiction ſhould abide in fo groſs ignorance, 
as fo continue courting that old and withered Strumpet , may 
juſtly ſeem a marvel, were it not that the common people are kept 
in ſuch miſerable ignorance, bcing deprived of the ſoul-enlight- 
ning Word of God, and enjoyncd to pin thcir Faith on the Pricſts 
flieve: And the more knowing ſort of them, are by Gods juſt 
judgment given over toſtrong deluſions to believe a lye, as the 
Apoſtle Pazl long ſince forctold. 2 Theſi 2.11. Which Prophecy as 
it is in many other things fulfilled ; ſo eſpecially in ſuch prodigi- 
ous Blaſphemies as arc not only publiſhed, but believed, and en- 
tertained with great applauſe among them. Many inſtances might, 
be given but take one only inſtead of all, whercin they athrm 
that Chriſt imprintcd his tive wounds upon Franc of Aſiſe, the 
Fryer, as if he alſo were to ſuffer for the World, and redeem 
man-kind : Whereupon Twrſellin the Jeſuite made theſe Verics.

But that you may the better ſee what manner of. perſons the 
Popilts, yea Popes themſelves have been, what their lives, and 
whit tlicir deaths, read theſe examples following. | 

I. Pope Fyhn the Thirteenth was a Whoremaſlter, an Adulterer, 
Inceſtuous, a Gameſter, and Extortioner : Of ſome of his Cardi- 
nals he put out their eyes, from ſome he cut out their tongues, 
ſome their fingers, ſome their noſes, and privy members :: He or- 
dained, Deacons in a Stable, committed: Tnceft with two-of his 
Siſters: At Dice he call'd to the Devil:fgr hclp;. and drank an 
health to him : For Money he made Boys Biſhops; lay with his 
- Fathers Concubines z raviſhed Maids and Wives lay with his own 
Mother, made his Palace a-Stews;; at length bcing found in theact 
of Adultery, he was ſlain by the Womans Husband, Sympſ. 

2. Pope Sylveſter. the ſecond was a great Conjurer, and by tte 
help of the Devil' obtained- the Popedom 3 He enquiring of the 
Devil how long he ſhould live ? was anſwered, till he ſhould fay 
Maſs in Feryſalem : In the Lent after, as he was ſaying Maſs in, 
the Chappel of St. Croſ7, he ſuddenly fell ſick; and remembrirg 
that the Chappel. was called Feruſalem, he perceived how he wzs. 
couſened'by the Devil : He commanded his Cardinals that after. his 
death, they ſhould cut his body in pieces, and ſo bury him, ha- 
ving before bequeathcd'his Soul to the Devil : It is commonly.re- 
ported, that by the ratling of his bones in his Tomb, is portend- 
cd the death of the Pope. Symp. 

3. Pope Benedi# the Ninth, attained' to the Popedom by Ma-. 

ick, and practiced Inchantments, and Conjuration in Woods, 
Yor an horrible manner, and by Magical art uſed to allure VVo- 
men to his Luſt; and'being in fear of the Emperour, whom he. 
had much abuſed, ſold his Popedonr for Fifteen hundred pound” 
weight of: Gold: And going into a Forreſt to praQtice his Sorce- 
ries the more privately, thc Devil ſtrangled hitn to death. Sympſ. 

"4. Pope Hildebrand attaining to his Papary by unlawful means,, 
ſet the whole Chriſtian World into a combuſtion, He was a. 
Martherer, a Poiſoner, a Conjurer, and a Conſulter with fami- 
liar Spirits. A's he roſe out of his ſeat to excommi1nicate the Em- 
pfroue Henry the Fourth, his, ſeat (. being newly made of great-. 

jmabex.) rcat, and ſhivered in pieces :. Aftcrwards he hired one 
ta, knock. the Emperqur. on'the Head as he was at prayers : En- 
quiring of: 'the' Hoſt for an anſwer againſt the Emperonr, be-. 
cauſe it-would nbt ſpeak; hethrew it 'into the fire, and burat its 
and after mapy ſuch outragious Villanies, he was depoſed and ba- 
-_niſhed 3. after which he wandrcd as a vagabond, witho.it comfort, 
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© without help, without hope, in a pitiful eſtate, yet pitjed of no 


Man, travelling 'under the unſupportable burthen of a reſtleſs 


Conſcience, andat laſt died for grief. Sympſ. 


5+ Pope Boniface the Eighth, was a moſt proud and turbulent 
Man, who took upon him to give, and, take away Kingdoms at 
his plcalurc: He excommunicated Philip King of France, and his 
polterity to the fourth generation; for making a Decree that .no 
Money. ſhould be carried out of his Country to Rome : But: the 
King ſent the Steward of his houſe and a Noble man of Rome, 
whom the Pope had driven out of his inheritance, topubliſh his 
appeal to the next general Council, who ſeizing upon the Pape, 
{poited his treaſures, and ſet him upon a wanton Colt, with his 
tace towards the tail, and ſo made him a ridiculous ſpeRacle to 
all-the people 3 whereupon he fell into ſocruel a frenzie that he 


.-eat his own hands, and died miferably : Of whom it was ſaid, 


that he enter'd like a Fox, reign'd like a Lion, and died like a 
Dag. Sympſ. 

6. Pope Urban the ſixth was a moſt cruel, and bloody Man 
he cauſed one of his Cardinals which had diſpleaſed him, to be 
{lain » hve others of them to be ſowed up in Sacks,” and caſt into 
the Sea z three more of them in the preſence of all the people ta 
be knocked on the head, and their bodies to be dried in an Oven, 
and carricd in Cheſts about with him, with their Red hats ſet upon 
the ſame :_ But ſhortly after, as he was wich much greedineſs ga 
thering Money, he fell from his Mule, and ſo, bruiſed: himſelf, 
that he languiſhed thereof for Twenty feven days, dying, by des» 
grees, and {o ſuffering the pains which he cauſed his Cardinals ts 
endure, Sympſ. 

g. Pope Sixtw the Fourth, moſt unjuſtly vexed all Taly with 
Wars, and diſſentions, One of his own writers faith, that a« 
mong\t all the Bawds of theſe latter days that built Brothel-hou- 
ſes,” this Pope ſurmounted them all; Who at Rome erected Stews 
of double abomination, one of Women, the other of &c..and 
allowed the whole family of the Cardinal of St. Lxcy, in the three 
hot Months of Summer free leave to uſe Sodomitry ; He caulcd, 
every Whore to pay him a certain rate, which yearly amounted to 
theſum of Forty thouſand duckets, of whom theſe Epitaphs, were:

after 'many wicked and abominable pranks, as he was in Napler, 
a voice was heard in his Cqurt, Swrge miſer,. & ueni. ad: judicinm ; 
Ariſe O wretch, and come to judgment,  And:the day following 
he was found dead .in_ his bed, all black apd blew, as though he 
had been beaten with bats, Symp/* 

9, Pope Alzxander the Sixth, was endued with moſt filthy con- 
ditfons, void of Sincerity, Truth, Faith, and'Religionz was full 
of unquenchable .covetquſne{s.,. unreaſonably.-ambitious , more 
than barbaroufly cruel), and had, a, buxning defire of. advancing 
his Baſtards, whereqf he had many : He ſet:Benefices- and pro- 
motions to ſite 3 he poiſon'd Fohn Michael, Cardinal of Venice, 
at Rome, fox his Gold and treaſures. In adulteries he; was moſt 
filthy, and abominable 3 in Tyrapny moſt mercileſs, in Magick 
moſt rh and' therefore execrable > he poiſoned his own Fa- 
ther; he committed Inceſt, with, his own; Sifter. Lucretia z - he poi- 
- foned Zomes,, brother to Bajazet the great Turk, being; hired 

. thereto! by Two hundred: Duckets, aftes he had ſworn friendſhip 
to him 3 he procured aid of the Turk againſt the: King of France-; 
he caufed the tongue, and hands;of Anthony Mancivel, ( a learned 
and prudent Man J) 'to be cut off, for making an Oration, ' in-re- 
proof of his wickedneſs; he never attempted. any thing, but he 
firſt confalted with the' Devil; he was accuſtomed to poiſon any 
whom, he diſliked : But at laſt through the miſtake'of his Butler, 
had the poiſoned Wine ( which, he hag prepared for ſome of- his 
Cardinals ) put into his qwn hand, which he drinking off, with 
oth Br crys and groans died- immediately.

17. The Popes haye a Book called Taxz Camere Apoſtolice, 
wherein men may know the rate of any fin'z* upon what terms'a 
Man may keep a VVhorc, be a Sodomite, murther his Father,.&c. 

13, Anno Chrifti. 1531. began the Council at Lateran, which 
Bellarmixe calls the ſeventeenth General Council. In the firſt Sef- 
ſions, the Bible was laid at the Popes feet, and he was called 
Prince of all 'the VVorld, the ſuccefſour of Peter, and not- inferi- 
our to St, Peter; yea, in their ſpeeches to him, they ſaid, the 
reſpect of your Divine Majeliy, &c. they called him Prictt,-'and 
King, moſt like unto God, and who was to be adored by all peo- 
ple: The Pope was ſaid to have the place of the everlaſting King 
on carth, albcit with unequal merits : And when Leo the Tenth 
was made Pope, Biſhop Bignizs comforted the Church, ſaying, 
weep not, daughter Sion, for behold, the Lion of the Tribe of 
Fudah cometh, the root of David, Behold, the Lord hath raiſed 
up unto thee a Saviour and Deliverer. *And turning/his ſpeech to 
the Pope, he ſaid, O moſt bleſſed Leo, we have waited for thee, 
our Saviour ; We have hoped that thou our Dcliverer waſt com- 
ing : Take thy Sword and Buckler, and riſc to our defence. And 
again, in thee, the only true and Lawful Vicar of Chriſt, that 
faying ſhall be fulfilled, All nations ſhall ſerve him: Nor are we 
ignorant, that all Power in Heaven and Earth is given unto thee. 

19, Henry the Fourth, Emperour of Germany, . came in the 
midſt of a very hard VVinter, on his bare feer, ro'the Caſtle of 
Canufium, and fiood there faſting from Morning till Night,” for 
three days together, ' waiting for the judicial ſentence of the Pope, 
and craving pardon of. himz which yet he could not obtain by his 
own, or others tears, or by the intercettion of any Saint, ſave 
only of a certain Harlot, with whom the Pope was'then "taking 
his filthy pleaſure. Imper. Hift. The Emperour was miſtaken, who 
thought that the Pope could be pacified by faſting, and Prayer : 
This god required another kind of ſacrifice then theſe, | 

20, Anno Chriſti 1550, Pope Julius the Third, had a young 
man called Innocent, whom he kept as a Catamite, whileſt he was 
Legate in Boxexia, and when he had -gotten the'Popedom, he 
made this Iyyocent a Cardinal, -in deſpite of all the reſt, and _

him as formerly. Under this geatiſh Pope, there roſe up. one 
Ferome Mutius, who' wrote in defence 'of Sodomy, which Bock 
was Licenſed by the Pope : And 'one Fohn a Cſs, © a Florentine, 
Biſhop of Beneventrm,.in Traliax Verfe, calls this unnatural” fin, 
a Divine Work, .impudently affirming,; that he was pleaſed wich 
no other-Venery.. He was a great iritater of the Popes, _ At-this 
Þ time a Libel was ſcattered up'and down Rome, that Fupiter made 
much of his Ganimeds, though he was a deformed one. Chron, 
Germanicum. Fete - | 
21, Alexander the Sixth,” committed Forhication with Fameſia, 
the Siſter of Paxl the Third, upon condition, that he ſhould 
make the ſaid Paxl a-Cardinal, and Biſhop of Hytia; he commit- 
ed inceſt alſo with his own Siſter Lxcretia : Whence was.ſet upon. 
her Tomb:. + 
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Hoc jacet in tamulo Lucretia nomine, ſed. re 
Thais, Alcxandri filis, ſponſa, nurws, 
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22: Paul the Third, who had proftituted his Siſter fo the ſaid 4- 
.* Fexanger; committed Inccit with' another of his own Siſters, and af- 
ter wards *potſoned her, becauſe ſhe loved' others better than him. 
Nicholas, Quenens finding this Alexender committing uncleannefs 
with his Wife, Laura Fameſia, and Alexander's Niece, .he gave 
him ſuch a wound with his Dagger, that he carried the mark of 
it to his Grave. He alſo ſolicited another 'modeſt and beautiful 
Virgin, who was his Niece, to uncleanneſs : * And that, he might. 
ſolely enjoy his Daughter Conſtantia, he poiſoned her -Husband, 
Boſtes Sfortia, ET | Rn 
23. Anuo Chrifti $54, Fohbn the Eighth, for the filthineſs of 
his Life, proved Rome to be that Whoriſh' Babylon ſpoken of in 
the Revelations : Concerning whom, hear what Platina ſaith, Fol- 
Iana an Engliſh Woman, but by'/parentage of *'Ments \in Germany, 
changing her ſex, when ſhe was young, - went in the company of 
her ſweet heart to Athens, where the ftudied-under a good 'Mil- 
treſs, and profited ſo much in learning, that from thence going 
to Rome, ſhe met with few that'were' equal 'to her' in learning 3 
and by her publick Le@ures- and Diſputations, ſhe procured 'fo 
- much favour, that when Pope Leo was dead, ſhe was choſen 
Pope. But afterwards, committing Whoredom with one of her 
Servants, and 'the time of her a livery drawing nigh, as ſhe was 
going to the Lateran Church, Ko fell in Travail, and brought 
orth a Child, between -the Theatre, which is called Nero's Coloſ- 
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an Church, he ſhuns this way, out of a deteſtation of this wicked 
fat; and whenſoever a new Pope is choſen, heis (et in a Chair 
which hath a hole in the bottom, and the laſt Deacon that paſſes 
by, feels his genitals. This is atteſted by Fifty Latin Authors, and 
ſome Greeks. He that makes tryal, cries, Mas nobis Dominus eſt, 

24. Anno Chriſti 1464. Paul the Second committed Incelt with 
his own Daughter ; of whom theſe Verſes were made.

25. Anno Chriſti 1484, Pope I1nocent the Eighth, ſcraped to- 
gether a mighty Maſs of Money, by Eccleſiaſtical Livings and In- 
dulgences, pretending War againſt the Turks, but he: divided it 
all amongſt his Baſtards. He. (faith Fobn Stella) publickly boaſts 


ed of his Children, whom by all means he ſought to enzich ; Of

26. Pope Pan] the Third, had a Catatogue of Forty five thouſand 
VVhores that paid him a yearly revenue for the enjoyment of thcir 
Luſts. The VVhores in Rome, uſed weekly to pay a piece of Mo- 
ney call a Fulizs, to the Pope, which yearly amounted to above 
Fourty thouſand, Ducats. 


27. A certain, Cardinal in Rome, much blamed a Painter for 


colouring the viſages of Peter, 'and Pawl too red, to whom he 
tartly replycd.3 that he Painted them ſo, as bluſhing at the lives of 
thoſe, who ſtiled themſelves their ſucceſſors. 
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ſur, atid St, Clemrents, and preſently dyediin the ſeeond year of her 
 Popedom, and in. the fourth day of the firſt month, and was bi« 
ried privately. - Whence, whenfoever the Pope goesto the Later...
